There will 
be country-wide demonstrations 
every month until the Pinochet 
government is toppled, says 
SanciiSzE 

"In each demonstration 
police will kill at least ten people 
and beat many others," said 
Sanchez. "Even the national 
bourgeoisie Is against him 
because his policies are ruining' 
them too." - 

Unemployment in Chile is 
now 40 per cent. "People are 
not afraid of him anymore. 
They are going to the streets 
because they have to," says 
Sanchez. "The salary of a 
working class; person in Chile is 
'now $35 a month. Remember 
most of the families have six or 
seven people." 

According to Sanchez, the 
demonstration In Montréal was 
held to show support for the na- 
tional strike in Chile today and 
to generate awareness about the 
present situation.

Rookie Benoit Lafieur scored shorthanded and PP goals in 
the last 7 minutes to pace the streakiiig Redmen to an 8'-7 win 
over Plattsburgh State In an exhibition game played here last 
Saturday .v.^.^,,^ 

The win imi)r^^ McGlll's overall record to 9-4; In QUAA 
action they are iihdefeated (S-0). 

Other scorers for the team were Alain Robichaud (1-3-4), 
Mark Reade (1-2-3), Jim Chandik (1-2-3), Mike Wells and 
Dave Pretty. • 

Plattsburgh had opened the scoring and led 5-3 before the 
team got ùhtracked to.come-from- behind for their 8th time 
In 9 Wilis. McGlll has'scored 1st in only 2 of 13 games 

The game was marred by poor officiating and many retalia- 
tion penalties by McGill, assessed 89 minutes. Plattsburgh, 
who scored on 3 of 10 PP opportunities, had 67 minutes and 
McGill replied ...on 1 of 4 PP's. 

"I thought that ' thé situation was under control," said 
coach Ken Tyler of McGlll's retaliations. "But I guess I was 
wrong. When they sit on the bench for a while, they'll learn 
to stop taking stupid penalties." 

Referee Trottler put on one. of the worst displays of of- 
ficiatingever seen. 

Aside from many questionable calls, Trottier blew 2 ob- 
vious rules. The 1st was an automatic minor penalty dished 
out to Redmen Mike WIngrove, who had been judgcd,the 'ag- 
gressor' In a fight. New rules instituted this season have 
eliminated such automatic minors. 




The other ruling was more flagrant. McGill had been 
assessed minors at 3:51 and 4:40 of the 3rd period and Trot- 
tier had had his hand raised, indicating a delayed penalty on 
Redman Mark Reade. But before play could be stopped, 
Plattsburgh scored at 5:51 — the exact expiration time of 
McGlll's 1st penalty. 

According to rules, the delayed penalty and the remaining 
time of the other penalty should've been wiped out. But Trot- 
tier refused to agree when informed by official scorer Tim 
Lariviere, so McGill had to play shorthanded 1 man for the 49 
seconds rem^ning^i{^tKe^2hd penalty. .

You took great care to instruct us, the 20 or so students who 
attended the Students' Council meeting last week, that if we 
had any questions, we should address them directly to you, in 
writing, and you would respond. You were considerate enough 
to tell us this four times. In that spirit, I humbly bring you 
these queries. 

You see, I'm hayingj^airàathçmatical dilemma, which I'm 
hoping you, as Vicè^PrKiidoïrnnanc^^^ McGill Students' 
Society, could not only see through,.but surely remedy in an in- 
stant. , 

It goes like this: 

The MSS announced at the beginning of the year that .its 
food and beverage services, now under the administration of 
CVC (Beaver Foods), would be raising prices across the board 
by between S and 6 per cent (S.4 per cent I believe is the exact 
ngure). Now, most will agree that outside of beer, at McGill, 
there are two essentials provided by Students' Society: coffee 
and pizza. Last year, a slice of pizza cost $1.15. This year, the 
same slice goes for $1.45 (maybe its the reinforced crust?). 
Now my mathematics says a 30 cents on top of SI .15 makes for 
an increase of about 25 per cent. Since prices only went up 6 
per cent, where did I make my mistake?

This year, wholesale coffee prices went down. 

Holy Guatemala Scott, I just don't knovy what to think. 
Here comes Beaver Foods, contract«lJ«cause its "enormous 
and efflcient", just trying hard to get'itsetf^apted to McGill, 
having all kinds of problems with bugs and food quality, and 
coffee prices are hiked just as coffee is getting cheaper. All I 
can say is a mound of money must just be -collecting 
somewhere, in a pile, doing nothing. 

If we're paying more for cheaper essentials, how come other 
food prices haven't gone down — or should I say downstairs, 
to pay the 135,000 luxury dollars bill for the Alley? 

So, seeing these shady statistics, it makes me so happy that 
you champion the cause of Beaver Foods. When that^no-good 
cafeteria union went on strike, you made sure everyone knew 
you and your new partcr, Beaver Foods Corporation Canada, 
were committed to flghting student unemployment everywhere, 
even right here at McGill. I salute you for choosing the best 
word to explain a complex situation: f fact'', to bring it all 
together in the context of a well-reasoned debate: "that guy 
wants to take your job away."

American corporations: GIVI, Standard Oil, Ford, 
DuPont invest in Auschwitz

^In'xîàssfôbms thrbughoMt'the United 
States, school children are still taught 
that Henry Ford is a great American 
hero. The history book; however, makes 
noitnenUon of. what hung over the desk, 
of f he man 'who 'perfected the ass«hbljr«- 
line.' 

Ford first announced his political 
philosophy in a 1919 article in the New 
York World. "International 
financiers," he wrote, "are behind all 
war. They are what is called The Intcr- 
nt^tional Jew." Reportedly, Hitler great- 
l^iadmired this book and it influenced 
him considerably. In fact, a large 
photograph of Ford hung in Hitler's 
Munich headquarters. It seems only fit- 
ting, that a similar sized photo of the 
Fuhrer was prominently displayed in 
Ford's office. 

When one thinks of Nazi war 
criminals, such infamous names as Josef 
Mçngde,j^£uiin^Bpnnann and Adolf 
EichmannHmm^^ come to mind. 
But there is a group who are arguably 
just as responsible for the atrocities car- 
ried out in the name of the Third Reich. 
This group docs NOT include one Ger- 
man name. 

Rather, the list is about as American 
as apote^pie: General Motors, Standard 
Oil, I!'pnl,^d DuFont. 

While America was at war with Hitler, . 
these corporations, among others, chose 
to put profits over patriotism and carry 
0^ business as usual. In some cases, this 
meant supplying the very armaments us- 
ed to kill their own sons. In his 1983 
book. Trading With The Enemy, former 
New York Times reporter Charles 
Highman refers to this group as "The 
Fraternity". According to Higham, who 
spent years sifting through documents 
recently declassified under the Freedom 
of' Information Act, the Fraternity wais 
interested in more than justjhe^niassive 
proflts that could be reapSl'by^doing 
business with the enemy. 

.-"Bound by identical reactionary 
ideas," he writes, "the members (of the 
Fraternity) sought a commonifuture jn 
fascist domination, regardf^oflwhich 
world leader might further that ambi- 

tipp^Ld^iâk; 

LSBP^ng, Nazi hunter Beate 
Klarsfeld discussed the Corporate /Nazi 
connection. Klarsfeld, who captured 
Nazi war criminal Klaus Barbie in 1982, 
says the corporations dealing with Ger- 
many during the war should have been 
considered traitors. 

' "They shouldn't have gotten away 
with it," she said, "Nobody had the 
c^jjirage to punish them even though 
some of these companies committed 
treason. 

' Higham's book is a study in wartime 
American corporate blood money. 
Much of his material can be confirmed : 
in^other sources, including publications 
of the Anti-Defamation League of B'nai 
Brith, ,an American organisation com- . 
mitted to exposing instances of anti- 
sémitism and racism. . , v;^ 

Higham's book reveals thàf Henry 
Ford, one of the earliest members of the 
Fraternity, made sure to appoint a 



liumber of Nazi sympathizers to promi- 
nent positions in the Ford Motor Com- 
pany. When the war began, he quickly 
showed where his loyalties lay. In 1940, 
he refused to build aircraft engines for 
England and instead built huge numbers 
of the five-ton military trucks that were 
the backbone of German army transpor- 
tation throughout the war. One German 
Ford employee pubU(Mtipn|cpntained 
this statement: "At the tieiihhing of this 
year, we vowed to give our best and ut-: 
most for the final victory, in the un- 
shakeable faithfulness to our Fuhrer." 

'Dave Crippen, of the Ford Archives in 
Detroiti discussed Ford's ,wartinie ac- 
tivities over the telephone last month. 

"It's a very murky, grey area here," 
he said. "Certainly, Ford did business 
with the Nazis, but everybody was at . 
that time. General Motors, lBM...they 
all shared the philosophy that 'business 
is business, no matter what.' Remember, 
they had only heard rumours of the Nazi 
atrocities, but they chose not to close 
down a prosperous plant. They had .to 
toe the line." 

Among' the , many things that tied 
together members of the Fraternity, the 
most significant was interlocking direc- 
torships. One of the companies that 
seemed to harbour many of these direc- . 
tors was American I.G., the American 
subsidiary of I.G. Farben, a German in- 
dustrial trust. Representing Ford on the 
board of American I.G. was his son 
Edsel. I.G. Farben was the chief 
economic instrument of the Hitler 



and his policies. Before 1941/JMooney. 
continually lobbied President^Roosevelt 
to slay out of war with Germany. When 
war finally came, it didn't stop GM's 
committment to the full-scale produc- 
tion of trucks, armoured cars and tanks 
for the German army. 

Located in Russelheim was the 
General Motors establishment complete- 
ly dedicated to the manufacturing of 
German military aircraft. It manufac- 
tured half of all junkers JU-88 propul- 
sion systems for the deadliest bomber in 
the Nazi Air Force. 

At this time GM was owned by the 
DuPontjfamily.iln. 193,6, Irene DuPont 
used GM^nKÎnéy to finance a group call- 
ed the Black Legion and to found the 
American Liberty League. The Legion's 
purpose was to keep automobile workers 
from unionizing. They fire-bombed 
union meetings, murdered union 
ofj^i^ïîànd' dedicated their lives to 



business with. Hitler, Standard could 
have paràlised'the Nazi war machine. In- 
stead, it chose a course which resulted in 
millions of needless deaths. 

In his 1973 book, the Sovereign State 
of ITT, Anthony Sampson documents 
the key role played by the giant 
American communications con- 
glomerate in the workings of the Frater- 
nity. Fraternity members were not, dur- 
ing this time, operating in isolation. 
They were in constant touch, planning 
and plotting through an intricate com- 
munication system supervised by ITT 
founder Sosthenes Behn, another 
Farben henchman. With the help of 
ITT, the Fraternity was able to stay one 
step ahead of the elements of the 
American government who were not 
sympathetic to their goals, including the 
FBL ; -.V-:-;,, ■ V r, . • 

When, occassionally, members of the 
Fraternity were taken to ta.sk for their

It produced chemicals and 
chemical products, artificial oil, syn- 
thetic rubber, and numerous poison 
gases.

SS 
murdered millions of Jews, gypsies, 
homosexuals, and other 
"undesirables." : " , ' 

, Next time you're taking a spin in an 
Oldsmobile,' consider these frets: 

In 1938, a man by the name of James 
D. Mooney was awarded the Order of 
the Golden Eagle by Hitler, an honour 
previously bestowed on Henry Ford. 
Mooney was the ■ head of General 
Motors' European operations and, like 
Ford, was a long time admirer of Hitler 



Nazi régime and maybe thé most impor- 
tant cog in the Nazi war effort. 

Standard's chairperson was Walter C. 
Teagle, who sat on the board of 
American I.G. Standard Oil was the 
world's leading manufacturer of 
tetraethyl lead, an additive used in avia- 
tion gasoline. Without this substance, it 
was impossible for Goring's air force to 
get off the ground. Throughout the war, 
Teagle arranged for the sale of sufficient 
quantities of the substance to keep the 
Luftwaffle capable of bombing London 
at will. By supplying Japan with the 
lead, Teagle played a major role in the 
bombing of Pearl Harbour as well. 

At- the same time. Standard was fucl- 
JingiGerman U-boats even though the 
•^ÀîneHcàn government had declared such 
shipments morally indefensible. By 
refusing, on patriotic grounds, to do 



actions, they proved quite capable of 
avoiding retribution. In 1942, Uncle 
Sam accused : Standard Oil presidegtg 
William Parish of acting against tlîe'în!' 
terests of the U.S. and suggested a fine 
of $1.3 million. Parish rejected the pro- 
posal, pointing out that Standard was 
fueling a high percentage of the U.S. 
Navy, Army and Air Force, making it 
possible to win the war. "Where would 
America be without it?" he threatened. 
An obvious but effective case of extor- 
tion, and Parish got off with a voluntary 
fine of a nominal sum and a slap on the 
wrist. 

Only after it looked certain the Nazis 
would be defeated did members of the 
Fraternity return to the patriotic fold; 
Toward the end of 1944, many Fraterni- 
ty members turned away from the Nazi 
causejj^^nd devoted themselves 
wKoleheartedly to combatting the Com- 
munist threat. And with the end of the 
war, most of them went completely un- 
punished, with some exceptions. On 
September 22, 1947,,x.Judge Charles 
Clark ruled in a case involving certain 
Standard Oil patents which had been 
frozen by the U.S.. government because 
of the compiuiies'-war time activities. 

"Standard Oil," he said, "can be con- 
sidered an enemy national in view of its 
relationships with I.G. Farben after the 
U.S. and Germany had become active 
enemies." 

Not only did General Motors go un- 
punished after the war, but in 1967, 
after years of (deified requests by G.M., 
the U.S. gdverhment awarded G.M. a 
total of $33 million in tax exemptions on 
profits for the "troubles and destruction 
occasioned to its airplane and motorised 
vehicle factories in Germany and. 
Austria in WW2. . . . . , ; ; . j a; 

The de-Nadfication brought an unset- 
tling conclusion to the wartime activities 
of Fraternity members. "When the war 
was over," writes Highan, "the sur- 
vivors pushed into Germany, protected 
their assets, restored Nazi friend; to high 
office, helped provoke the Cold War 
and insured the permanent future of the 
Fraternity."

"I found the text fairly upset- 
ting," says Rosanne Biocchi, a 
social work graduate student 
who glanced through a friend's 
copy of the book. 

"When you are learning a 
language, you do things by rote 
and repetition as a method of 
teaching. I'm worried that the 
negative images of women as 
portrayed in the text will be 
reinforced by repetition," she 
says. 

Biocchi says students learning 
Spanish with the book's help 
wilt also pick up its values. She 
says one of the most blatant ex- 
amples is the flrst dialogue from 
the text: 

Javier: "The ideal woman? 
And what's the ideal woman 
like? 

Frank: "Well, she's a good 
and generous soul.
